OTTAWA, May 13—The budget de- | 
bate was resumed by Hon. Charies 
Stewart, minister of the interior 

This, said Mr. Stewart, was the 
ninth budget brought down by the) 
Liberal administration. On previous | 
occasions considerable criticism had 
been directed against the budgets of | 
Mr. Fielding; but in spite of all that | 
criticism the country had developed | 
and prospered. The same situation | 
sutrounded the budgets of the late J. 
A. Robb. But no one could deny that 
Mr. Robb had left a record well 
worthy of emulation. 

These budgets were the result of 
careful thought and the application 
of that thought to the tariffs for the 
purpose of bringing to this country 
an era of prosperity.. The tax in- 
creases of Mr. Fielding, necessitated 
by responsibility of an expenditure, 
had been followed by decreases. In 
1926 the government found that the 
application of its policies was bringing 
prosperity and Mr. Robb was abie 
then to reduce the capital debt of the 
country 

Respecting the present budget, the 
minister of finance, Hon. C. A. Dun- 
ning, was a worthy successor of his 
predecessors 

Not Cowardly 

It had been charged against the 
Liberal government that it was “too 
cowardly” to act in a manner that 
would meét the teriff increases of the 
United States. That criticism was not 
heard now.

MUCH LIKE COMPETITION

POLITICS FIRST 


With the announcement that general 
Dominion elections will be held this year, 
probably about mid-summer, the life has 
— out of the session of parliament. The 

aily attendance in the House is small. 
Which means that a good many members 
have cleared out for home to patch up 
their political fences, leaving it to their 
more deligent colleagues to attend to the 
business of the country. 

There is an illustration in this of one 
disadvantage of a fixed election date. 
With gn tion definitely calendared, 
personal political considerations naturally 
crowd parliamentary duties into second 
place. Perhaps that helps to explain a 
common complaint made by our neighbors 
across the line, that their state and ne- 
tional legislators are too much concerned 
in political activities to concentrate atten- 
tion upon public interests. 


NEW BRANCH LINE OPENED 


The opening of the new C- P. R. branch 
from Willingdon to Vegreville is an event 
of importance to those two thriving towns 
and to the settlers and communities 
along the railway which that company 
built during the last two seasons through 
the territory lying between the old Cana- 
dian Northern main line and the river. 

This branch is understood to be the 
first link in a new north and south rail- 
way which will parallel the C- and E. at a 
distance roughly of one hundred miles, 
and join the main line of the C. P. R. This, 
when completed, will cut or tap eight east- 
and-west lines, will open up territory ly- 
ing between these, and will give alterna- 
tive routes and railway competition 
throughout the eastern portion of central 
Alberta. 

Hitherto that part of the province has 
depended exclusively upon east and west 
railways. A line cutting across these will 
give greatly improved local facilities, while 
in its influence upon the general railway 
situation it will be of very considerable im- 
portance to Edmonton. 

HELP THE CRECHE 

The movement to establish a creche 
in Edmonton is meeting with quite gen- 
eral support, and the prospects for suc- 
cess are bright. For the benefit of those 
who may have forgotten since the days 
when an institution of the kind was oper- 
ated in the city, a creche is a day nursery. 
It is designed chiefly for the benefit of 
mothers who wish to go out to work dur- 
ing the day, and who will be able to leave 
their small children at this home under 
the care of competent nurses and guar- 
dians. 

The plan is to impose a small fee for 
the service thus rendered, a fee small 
enough to not be prohibitive, but large 
enough to free mothers from the feeling 
that they are receiving charity in accept- 
ing the service. The cause is an altogether 
worthy one, and deserves assistance: It is 
unfortunate that mothers who have 
small children should find it necessary to 
work outside the home. But such being 
the case, the creche is a practical means 
of helping such mothers to do the best for 
themselves and their families.

It is impossible to maintain consis- 
tent results in baking without the use 
of an oven thermometer of some sort, 
regulator which automatically con- 
trols the flow of gas, oll or electricity.

Presents Problems 


Perhaps bread offers the most dif- 
ficult problem for many women. Bread 
fs baked to check the growth of the 
yeast plant, to cook the starch in the 
grain and to diffuse the alcohol form- 
ed by the fermentation.
